I’olicemen. armed witli 
warrants, arrived at the track at four o'clock atiil 
liriM-eeded to seari-li .lohti (!. Gavanagh's premiSi'S 
for evidence. Messrs. Fitzgerald, t'avanagli and 
Engeman were not at the track dttritig the after- 
lusni. It is tnidcistiHNl that tiie.v were cotiferring 
with tlicir I'ounsel and would give tlieinselves nii 
later in the day, afti'T having made arrangements 
for Itail lionds. 

Mr. Fitzgerald and Tliotnas .Tackson. an attaclic 
of llie track, were witnesses liefore tlie grand jtiry 
daring tlie morning. Mr. Fitzgerald asked tliat lie 
lx- excnsisl from testifying, and. llion.gh lie was 
under snli|HXMia liecause lie had declined a previous 
invitation to appear, the grand jury granted his rc- 
ipiesl. .Mr. .lackson remained la-fore the jury one 
hour, however. 

Fifl«-en men. the most prominent t>f whom was 
.lis- Veiidig, arrested last week at Rrigliton ISeacli. 
appeared l«-fore .Magistrate Tighe today for ad- 
journ* d examinations on charges of violating tlie 
.■'iili-lM-tting law. Assistant District .Vttorney White 
asked for further adjournment. 

"1 protest against any further delay.” exclaimed 
lawyer .Tames Eiliierin, who ap|s-ared for the de- 
fendants. ‘-These men di-mand an iiuiueiliat*- exani- 
iiiatiou on charges against tliem. The jH-nal cisli- 
lierniits an.v accusi-d man to dematid an ininu-diat*- 
examination Ix-foro a committing magistrate, and the 
<-stal>lishnient of a prinia fa*-ic case, or the discharge 
from cusKkI.v of tin* <hrfendant. As the district at- 
loriM-y refuses to go on with tlie examination, 1 ask 
for the iniineiliate discharge of these men.”

“Be it enacted by the general assembly of tlie 
st:ile of Louisiana, Tliat any i>er.soii wdio, as agent, 
owner, officer or employe, shall, in any room, liall, 
liouse or any- iiielosiire, or upon any track, path, 
road or course, whether within or wltlioiit an in 
closure, ill this state, engage in encouraging, pro 
iiibting, aiding or assisting in tlie operation of a 
Ixdting iMMik or a French miitiiel pooling device 
npoii any kind of hors<- race or races, or in selling 
auction (Ksds iiihui an.v horse race, whicli are liere- 
tiy declared to la' gHiiibliiig. or shall, by any other 
dcvii-e, eiieourage. luomole, aid or assist any per- 
son or jK'rsons to N't or wager upon a lior.s*- race 
or races, running, or trotted, or pal'd! within lliis 
state or elsewliere, sliall be guilty of a iiiisde- 
iiieanor, and upon eonvielion shall 1 h' fined not less 
Ilian nor more tlian ^.ItHl, and Imiirisoned for 

a iierifMl of not less than six nor more than twelve 
nioiitlis.’’
